controlled by the Chinese Communists *

xmder Col* DAO Gia Iru, who took refuge in Lai Chau in early 1?50* Dap was 
prevented from carrying out his original intention of leading guerrilla raids 
into South China when his line of supply was cuto As a result, a large part 
of his men rallied to the Democratic Republic of Vietnam (DRV) and DAO him- 
self surrendered to the French* 


3 ° Pong Trieu Area * An armed force of 6,000 men, composed of half Chinese and 

half Vietnamese ^ Nung tribesmen, led by CAI Hung, GU Man Dsenh and hOONG Tac 
Khin, has been in northeast Tonkin since 19L5* Originally they v/ere sup- 
porters of the Vietnam ?huc Oucc Dong Minh Hoi, whose military headquarters 
were in Mon Cay* After the disperson of the forces of the, Dong Minh Hoi, 
however, the Sino -Vietnamese troops moved to the Dong Trieu area, from where 
they launched raids against both the French and the DRV Q French High Com- 
missioner Digo and the Governor of North Vietnam, Nghiem Xuan Thien*s~*fr, 
dispatched emissaries in an effort to rally the force to the Bao Dai Govern- 
ment, but their conditions were not accepted* 


ho In early 1950, the DRV sent Nguyen ?huc An, a former officer in the army of 
the Dong Minh Hoi and now commander of the DRV 98 Regiment, to enlist the 
support of the Sino-Viotnames© troops* Because of pressing financial dif- 
ficulties they accepted and laanaged to infiltrate the force commanded by 
Col* Saag?HHHi# in Mon Cay and to foment an uprising in the area* 
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It was this force which was identified as the Chinese troops which partici- 
pated in the Dong Trieu-Mao Khe offensive in April 1950 o In this attack
